In casting up accounts for 
the 
1913 fire season throughout Arizona 
and 
New 
Mexico 
Forest 
officials 
find reason 
for gratification in the 
fact 
that 
despite 
exceptionally 
dangerous conditionsand an unusual- 
ly 


¬ 
large 
number of 
forest 
fires 
started 
74 per cent of 
these fires 
were 
located 
and 
extinguished 
be- 
fore 


¬ 
they 
had burned over an area 
of more than 10 acres 
Nearly half 
of the 
total number 
of 
ires on 
national forests in the third district 
were confined to an area of less than 
one acre 
The records of the Forest Services 
Albuquerque 
office show that the 
fire season 
this year set in toward 
the latter part of last April 
Since 
that time about 675 fires have been 
discovered 
and put out in 
Arizona 
and New Mexico forests 
In looking over the reports on the 
origin 
of fires it is evident that 
lightning 
played 
a large 
part in 
starting 
fires this 
year 
About 63 
per cent of 
all fifes are reported to 
have 
begun this way 
while a big 
proportion of the 12 per cent of un- 
known 


¬ 
origin may fairly be attribu- 
ted 


¬ 
to 
electrical 
storms 
One per 
cent only was charged to incendiar- 
ism

while 9 per cent of the total are 
laid to careless campers 
Commenting 
upon the fire season 
as a whole District 
Forester Ring 
land said 
As a rule the fire sea- 
son in the Southwest is limited 
to 
the dry 
months of late spring and 
early summer 
Relief

usuallv 
felt by the beginning of the rainy 
season in the middle of July 
Dur- 
ing

the past summer there has been 
a lack of general rains and a number 
of 
fires 
occurred 
during August 
Scattered 
rains reduced 
the 
fire 
danger in early September but since 
the country got no thorough 
soak- 
ing

the recent dry spell was muqh more

Special 
patrol men 
were 
appointed in the 
chief danger zones and lookouts who 
had not been needed for a month or 
six weeks previously were reinstated

rains with snow storms

lieved

no considerable 
hazard remains 
Our fire protective system 
has 
undergone 
a severe test this year 
and in 
general 
the

by lightning 
It is necessary

bend all our efforts toward locating
